changed under the persistent cross- 
examlnation 
ot .President Wallace. 


The taking ovor. of the water plant 
by the 'borough was urged .and .de- 
manded, .but no plan. was..presented, 
.practical .or otherwise, whereby this 
might be done. The. following 'resolu- 
tion, offered by John Duggan of N«w 
I-Iavon, -was finally adopted:

H. P. Berrybill wanted the resolu-

• dev objected to the'.eijiployment of an 
attorney on the ground that it was 
not necessary at this time. 
He ar- 


gued that the question was one for tho 
qfnci;U action of' fae Town Council 
the representatives of all the people 
and the jparjty to the water agreement 
,If the Council failed in its' duty, or 
•did not go fast enough, it would then 
be time, to take 
up ,the question oj 


employing-. prlvae -counsel. 
Ho did 


not think the- Chamber -should be too 
extra vagent. It is, young yot'and it 
had muda ,to 'do Jn.other a.nd porhapa 
more Important lines, it there was "a 
way" to acquire the, -water plant and 
operate it profitably to tho people, he 
•would'Toe heartily in favor ot such ac- 
tion, but he would have to -be-shown. 
Members had talked a great 
about the water company and tho 
beauties of borougft ownership, 
but 


that wasn't the point. Tho question 
was how to acquire the plan,t,.not how 
much it cost or bow much profit the 
water company is making. 


In order ^to take up the water ques- 


tion'all other business was suspended 
lor the evening. President ."Wallace 
reviewed the -water question, at somo 
length and said that confiscation was 
not contemplated, but that he wanted 
the body to go Into tho matter right. 
He realized what the West Penn in- 
terests had. done for Connellsville, but 
the extortionate water rates he said 
•were a burden and a menace to the 
town-. The question he said was to 
be threshed out, and. he hoped that 
all prasent would submit their dis- 
agreements and arguments. Mr. Wal- 
lace then. Twent Into a resume of -the 
insurance.rates and the various reas- 
ons for higher .rates and penalties on 
'•account of water deflclences. He read 
a- letter from the Mayor 'of Hutchin- 
son, Kansas, which gave a.glowing 
.account of. the acquirement oC the 
water jilant-at that place by tho muni- 
cipality. Harry Dunn, did not think 
that the selection of .-157 towns as a 
standard was quite a fair presentation 
of the question siud -suggested that 
ihero should be hundreds of town in 
America to set off the number 
ot 


towns thttt did not owa their own 
water -works. Mr. Wallace 'Haid that 
that number could be easily produced 
at the next meeting. 


John Duggan advocated pushing the 


matter at the. present .time, hecauso 
he thought the town could do hotter 
now. thut the contract was about to 
end. 
W. H. Soisson said that he bo- 


lieved there -was some'sort ,oJ acid In 
the water which, made It Injurious to 
boilers. He paid the rate of IE cents 
per 1,000 gallons. J. C. McConneil, 
of Sligo Mills, paid the-flat rate, and 
believed that the water rates of the j 


town had a great deal to do with pro 
venting manufactories i'rom locating 
here. Frank Holland, a. former mom 
ber of Council, said tho railroad com- 
panies gat a much lower rate than 
anyone/else, but he did not know what 
tho rate was.. 'When Bo was u mem 
bor of Council, they wanted to buy 
tho water company, owt the idea was 
dropped. He was.oC the opinion tha 
the Baltimore. & Ohio railroad paid ' 
cents . and the Pennsylvania 7 centi 
per 1.000 gallons. 


Attorney R. S. Matthews said ho 


didn't see any.reason why tbe Cham 
ber 
of • Commerce Wouldn't buy tht 


water .company. The people, he said 
should be the owners of their Hghi 
and water, and that this was a popu 
lar movement -which should be fought 
through to the end. If certain acts 
of Assembly, ho said, were supported 
by the Constitution, tlio movement 
would win out.. 


Dr. S. D. Woods said that ho has 


been wondering for yoftrs why Con- 
nollsvllle didn't own her own water, 
^JIo said that he had attempted to start 
\he movement, several times, but thai 
he had beon sat down upon.

pany, at his office in Pittsburg, but 
found him out

Bray's lottor stated that it was not 
the intention to dismantle the plant 
which was evidenced by t'flo recent 
purchase of reul estate to extend tho 
business. He said that there was not 
sufficient orders at present to war- 
rant the operation of tlio plant. The 
Humbert mill is a small unit compar- 
ed with the large mills owned by the 
company, and In farther removed from 
fno steel supply, which facts make 
Its operation more costly than some 
of tho other plants.
